1950s, but externally, it could have been made in 1925. 


The model number is TB-142, and the serial is #117. The contract date is 
1949, but the installers scratched a 1955 installation date in the 
nametag (quite nicely, too, with curleyques). 


What does "TB" stand for? The Coast Guard seems to have either no system 
for naming their electronics, or they started a new system everytime they 
needed new stuff.

This week I have scanned & uploaded the HQ-170 & HQ-170A manuals to BAMA, 
http: //bama.sbc.edu/ Ken Grimm's great service to the BA community. 


The 170A manual came to me recently thru the generosity of Cecil Acuff. 
It's interesting to note, the "A" manual is much larger than the "plain" 
one, as it is in the 180's. It has better info in it, including alignment 
insructions. The alignment procedures for the "A's" should be used for all. 
They are in the new DJView format, which reduced about 44mb of .jpg's to 
1.7mb, with very good resolution. It is similar to Adobe .pdf in its' 
presentation, and can be read by MS Internet Explorer. Ken "found" this method, 
and it's becoming common for uploads, as the program to prepare files is 
freeware. Details are on the BAMA site.

Good evening all, 


About a week ago, I posted a question about the substance in carbon microphones, 
and thanks 

to all that replied, it seems that it really is carbon, either graphite, or 
coal. The question arose 

from attempts to figure out why one of my mics(an RS-38) has much more audio 
output than 

a pile of other mics, RS-38s and T-17s. T-17s are known for low output, 
requiring the 


user to "Speak loudly and distinctly" into the element, but the differences in 
the RS-38s 
was Surprising. 


The mic in question will almost fully modulate a stock command set, whereas all 
the other 

mics would barely hit 30%. I measured the static dc resistance of the mics with 
an ohmmeter, 

the good one measured about 1000 ohms, all the others measured anywhere from 10k 
ohms 

up. I tried striking the mics on the bench-no effect, I tried shaking the 
mics-that produced lower 

resistance only while being shook. I then took one mic and baked it for an hour 
over the lowest 

heat setting on the stove. Made the static resistance about 100K ohms. But it 
also made 

the mic come apart way too easily, with a pile of carbon granules on the bench. 
I was 

expecting a messy carbon powdery type substance, not tiny little shiny 
granules. 

Tried putting the mic element back together, and it still was 50K, but the audio 
response 

was very muffled. 


Next step was to set up a test circuit. I fed the carbon mic 28 Volts through a 
1000 ohm 

resistor, and measured the audio voltage on a scope. The surprising thing about 
this is that all the mics drew a current of 15 to 20 mA, regardless of the 
ohmmeter measurement. The good RS-38 produced 6 volts p-p of audio, all 

the others (T-17s also) produced 2 to 3 volts p-p. 


I also have a couple of JT-85 mics from Fair Radio, billed as having the look 
and 

feel of the RS-38, both of these produced very distorted and noisy audio, but 
they 

work much better at lower voltages, with a mic current of 1 to 2 mA, and an 
audio 

output of about 500 mV p-p. 


My conclusion? First, the dc resistance of the element is highly nonlinear, so 
ohmmeter 
checks may not give a clue as to how the mic will work. 


Second, my "bad" mics are probably all perfectly OK, my "good" RS-38 is probably 
just 


a super good one. 


Any comments?

nay prohibited on the BoatAnchors list.

Very few BA members limit their 
searching to just the BA list! 


The problem comes when the poster in the other venue is not asked about 


the re-post... without the permission of the poster, problems are 
guaranteed, and I do not have the time, the energy, or the desire 
to address and deal with the headaches that re-posting causes... I'll 


grant you that folks in other venues need to be re-calibrated, but I do 
NOT want to referee! ;%) 


So, henceforth, let's have NO re-posts from other sources referred to 
the list. Yes, I know this may sound pretty provincial, but those who 
really care have browsers and know where to look, and those who don't, 
probably don't.... 


I do NOT need the aggravation of someone who posts to a newsgroup and 
then has to fight off the hungry folks from the BA list who want to 
rearrange his viewpoint or calibrate his selling technique. 


ENOUGH! Already... Just don't do it!

You may recall that I asked about loopsticks a while back but I didn't get 
much information that helped. I know more now let me tell you. 


I have a nice looking Heathquit GR-54 that was given to me a few years back 
and In My Humble Opinion it never worked and that is why it looks so nice. 
The GR-54 is 30 years old, has six tubes, has an RF stage, single conversion 
with a two stage 1680KHz IF, solid state rectifiers, AGC, and detector. 


The BCB has a six inch long loop stick antenna with two windings: a long 
winding which is the antenna and goes to the RF stage it the usual way and 

a short winding which is used to couple in the external antenna through a 

100 ohm reistor. This is a documented method of allowing an external antenna 
to be fed into a receiver with a loopstick - it has the two things important 
to a manufacturer: its cheap and reliable. 


I found that the sensitivity totally stunk, the external antenna has little 
or no affect on the signal, and the signal improves wonderfully when my hand 
is placed on the loopstick. Weeks of examination and destructive flailing 
had me convinced that there was nothing more to find wrong so last night 

I looked very closely at the loopstick and found that the top of the short 
winding was tied to the bottom of the long winding and grounded - they were 


out of phase. I reversed the phase of the short winding and the radio works 
like it should. 


Now then... I contemplated the phase before without looking at the loopstick 
and rejected the idea because I thought of it as a transformer and in that 
context the phase is irrelivant. So don't think of the loopstick as a trans- 
formaer, think of it as an antenna and envision the waves strolling down the 
coil and then the small winding must be in phase or any signal that it couples 
into the big winding will cancel part of the signal picked up by the big 
winding... 


Well it worked for me and so does my GR-54 (probably for the first time).
